Cachin Says Expulsion of British- 
ers Will do More Than 
Year’s Propaganda 


PARIS, Ang. 18-—The expulsion 
from Parts of Wiliam C. Adamson, 
labor member of the British mpariia- 


ment, and Harry Gonalting, leader of 
the Brit'sh transport workers yould 
do more for establishment of “coun- 


ciis of action” in France than a year's 
propaganda, Marcel Cachin, Socialist 
member of the French chamber of 
deputies, told the A»soctaited Press to- 
day. M. Cachin has just returned 
from Moscow strongly advovating that 
the Freneh Sociahist party jain the 
third Imernationals. 

Referring to the incident yesterday, 
when Adamson and Gosling, who had 
come to Paris for labor conferences, 
were requested to louve, M. Cachin 
maid: 

“It is the entire British working 
class which has been insulted. Our 
British friends had come ‘to Paris in 
accord with the French workers and 
‘n order to consider the moat efficient 
means to prevent war and conclude 
a definite peace with Kussia, If 
our rulers believe that by expelling 
British delegates, they can prevent us 
from concerted action with British 
jabor they are mistaken, Nothing can 
prevent an international union of pro- 
letariats. Decidedly, were our min- 
isiers in the pay of the Bolsheviki. 
they coukd do little better work for 
them than exasperating the working 
classes of both France amd Great 


Ysritain.”

IN BREAKING WORLD'S RECORD 


FOR HURDLES IS NOTEWORTHY 


Canada, Italy, Finland And Sweden Won All Four Firsts in Events| :

ANTWERP, Aug. 18.—The breaking 
of one world's record—the 110-metres 
hurdles—which tad stood for 12 
years, and the scoring of points by 
ten nations in four final events fea- 
tured the fourth day dn the track and 
field sports in the Olympic games to- 
day. 

The record performance waa made 


by Earl Thompson, of Prince Albert. 
Sask., representing Canada. He 
went over the hurdles in 14 4-5 sec- 


The old record, both Olympic 
and world’s record was 15 seconds 
fla I. Smithson established the 
mark by running for the United States 
in the Olymopic games in London in 
1908. 

Thompson was an example of the 
perfect hurdler today, with a atride 
over the hurdles fully den feet apart 
in the last 50 yards, when he gained 
ground in his greatest lead 

This gives two world’s records to 
Thompson. He also holds the world’s 
record of 14 2-5 seconds flor the 12 
yard Imirdles. 

Victory Expected 

The crack Canadian hurdler’a vic- 
tory had been anticipated as it wns 
considered he out-classed the field. 
He pron by a good margin, having a 
comfortable lead in the latter part of 
the race, For the firat 50 yards. 
however, it was a thrilling contest. 
Thompson, H. K. Barroa, of Phile- 
delphia and Fred S,. Murray of New 
York taking the hurdles abreast.

The conditions of the two places 
are radically different. Beaver 
Lodge is less than forty miles frown 
the railway at Grande Prairie 
city, and is within sight of the 
Rocky Mountains. Vermilion is 


250 miles from a railway, is de- | 
|pendent on river 


navigation for 
access to the railway, is far re- 
moved from the mountains, and is 
at a much lower alttude than 
Beaver Lodge. 

The dispatch goes on to state 
that the people at both places are 
anxious for the establishment of 
an experimental farm.

KEEPING DOWN PRODUCTION TO 
KEEP UP THE PRICE 
New York Tribune: 

Statistics on active and idle wool 
machinery in the United States te- 
ported on July 1 and just issued by 
the Department of Commerce, show a 
sharp decline compared with the June 
1 figures. The change in the percent- 
age of idle machinery is more nnark2d 
than elther the decline or recovery in 
any month since January, 1919. 

Idie looms of wider than 60-inch 
reed space increased from 26.8 wer 
cent. on June :1 to 42.6 per cent. on 
July 1. Narrow looms increased in 
idleness from 2.4 per cent. in June to 
$2.3 per cent, in July. The e6mal] in- 
crease in idleness of narrow looms, 
which are devoted mainly to the mak- 
ing of women's dress fabrics indicate 
that the woolen slump has hit the 
women's end of the trade less than it 
has the men’s. 

Idleness among carpet ani 
looms increased from 29.1 per

LLOYD GEORGE AND LENINE 
| Arthur S. Droher in New York 
Tribune: 

London, July 31.—AU rumors to 
the contrary, the movement toward 
peace between Russtn and the West- 
ern Huropean states is progressing sat- 
isfactorily. 

Although Lloyd George 1s the fath- 
er of the movement Britain sometimes 
has seemed to waver. But he has been 
holding firm to his policy of working 
for the general peace in Europe, The 
Paris press, Which always is in close 
|touch with the government, inter- 
|preted the Boulogne conference as & 
striking victory for Millerand, which 
jis tantamount to saying that the 
French policy had swayed the Brftish 
Premier away ‘from his objective. 

Peace with Russia is Furope’s and 
the world’s biggest problem. It over- 
shadows all else, because it Js a class 
problem matter between capital and 
labor. Lloyd George feels that the 
settlement of many domestic issues 
rests on the kind of an agreement 
made with Rugsia. The two great 
dominant features in Europe today 
are Britain and Russia, with their 
two great leaders, Lioyd George and 
Lenine. 

The British have no sympathy for 
ithe Bolsheviki, but they have no in- 
tention of allowing their hatred for 
lthe soviet system of govermment to 
etand in the way of strengthen'ng 
their commercial position.

New York Tribune, Aug. ist:

English Farm Journalist Com- 
ments on Farm Conditions 
in Manitoba 


Regina, Aug. 18—(Canadian Prest.) 
“Of course the thing that strikes a 
British agriculturist ebout your fanm- 
ing is the dearth of livestock,’ satd 
Mr. J. S. MacDonald, editor of The 
Furmer and Stock Breeder (Eenglard), 
who is touring the West with the Im- 
perial press deiegation. ‘You will be 
compelled to extend your farming be- 
fore long, IT think.” 

Mr. M&cDonald has just returacd 
from an all-day motor trip throirh 
the grain flelds of Manitoba. He was | 
interested and a little puzzled at the | 
continued grain cropping on Western 
farm lands without manuring. The | 
theory that the ground drew renewal 
of fertility from the snowfall he four} 
interesting and thought that the fer- 
tilation afforded by the vigorous 
wintsr had something to do with it. 

“It seems the only explanation of 
what is otherwise a contradiction of 
the invariable rule that the land 
cannot be cropped in wheat without 
manuring and rotation. The quadren- 
oa] summerfallow helps too.” 

The simplicity of the farming pro- 
cees in Canada struck Mr. MacDonald 
particularly. 

“You can crop wheat here for $20 
an acre, I believe,” he said. ‘“The same 

ration on English fields would cost 
$65 to $86, although of course the 
yield weuld be larger. There are other 
Points on which you have a great ad- 
vantage. In all young countries the 
time comes when a break must be 
made and aature having parted with 
her resources must be systematically 
helped. The best wey is to bring more 
capital to farming; in other words, | 
farm intensively. ‘This may be most | 
surely achieved by entering more 
largely into livestock breeding and

Pleading the cause of the kmprisoned 
Winnipeg strike leaders, a deputation 
headed by F. J. Dixon, leader of *he 


Laborites in the Manitoba legislature, 
waited upon two members of the 
government Tuesday afternoon. It is 
understood that their plea was to the 
effect that the recent election In Win- 
nipeg demonstrated the people's con- 
fiderwee in the imprisoned men, and 
served to show that the bulk of pub- 
lic opinion is behind the attitude of 
the men in forcing a general strike, 
also that few people believe the im- 
prisoned men had any seditious in- 
tentions, 

Interviewed by the Canadian Press, 
Senator G. Robertson, minister of 
labor, admitted that the deputation 
waited wpon him and the aolicitor- 
general, Hon. Hugh Guthrie. Asked 
if he cared to make a statement, Sen- 
ator Robertson mid the deputation 
was received and laid its case before 
the two ministers, who will discuss it 
with their cabinet colleagues. 

Friends of the imprisoned men here 
believe that there is every prospect of 
an early release for the men. 


A singular fact in connection with 


|the visit of the deputation is that 


neither the prime minister's office nor 
the department of justice knew of the 
conference being held, and the an- 
nouncement that a conference had ac- 
tually been held came as a great eur- 
prise to them.
